SEOUL, KOREA, (/P) Fires 
and gunfire at the North Korea 
border town of Haeju indicate a 
revolt in the North Korean Army 
against the communist regime, the 
South Korean information direc- 
tor reported today. 

The director, Kim Dong Sung, 
said the outbreak began the night 
of Jan. 19 and was continuing. 

Kim said he had information 
which he believed to be reliable 
that the forces involved included 
a revolting element, a loyal pro- 
communist body, and a third group 
that was standing aside to see 
who won before joining. 

Haeju is near the west coast, 
just north of the 38th parallel 
which has divided Korea since 
American and Russian forces lib- 
erated the country from Japan in 
1945. 

Kim had no information on the 
numbers involved in the outbreak 
and conceded it was difficult to 
assess the possibility of such a 
movement spreading through the 
Soviet-sponsored northern regime.

R. (Red) Sanders, reluctantly 


released by Vanderbilt university, 
prepared today to take over the 
football reins at UCLA—one of 
the nation’s stormiest grid cen- 


ters. 
Sanders, head coach at Van- 
derbilt since 1940, was named 


to the UCLA post last night 
and then sweated it out whilc 
Vandy officials reportedly made 
him a lucrative counter-offer, and 
finally released him from the re- 
maining four years of his con- 
tract. 


.$15,000 A Year 
While UCLA Athletic Director 


Wilbur Johns did not discloss 
terms, it was reliably reported 
that Sanders moves west on a 


three-year contract calling for no 
less than $15,000 a year. 

But the popular, 44-year-old 
pride of Nashville faces one of 
the toughest coaching jobs in 
the west, if not the nation. U} 


and coming UCLA went to the 
Rose Bow! in 1942 under Babe 
Horrall, yet fired him in 1945;
